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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Newman et al. (US 6154600). 

In regards to claim 1 , Newman discloses a means for acquiring video images (i.e. 
"non-linear editor 200 receives hypermedia input 202 from a variety of on-line and off- 
line sources in a wide variety of formats", Column 7, Line 24), means for converting any 
analog video images into digital images (i.e. "analog to digital converter" Column 7, Line 
33), means for storing digital images, means for retrieving, editing (i.e. "a media editor 
for the storage, editing and retrieval of audio/visual information", Column 1, Line 21), 
and merging digital images (i.e. "combine the first and second frames", Column 12, Line 
1), and means for displaying digital images to an observer in real-time (i.e. "a consumer 
may play back a real-time hypermedia", Column 11, Line 57). 

In regards to claim 2, Newman discloses steps for acquiring video images (i.e. 
"non-linear editor 200 receives hypermedia input 202 from a variety of on-line and off- 
line sources in a wide variety of formats", Column 7, Line 24), steps for converting any 
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analog video images into digital images (i.e. "analog to digital converter" Column 7, Line 
33), steps for storing digital images (i.e. "a media editor for the storage, editing and 
retrieval of audio/visual information", Column 1 , Line 21), retrieving a first set of digital 
images, retrieving a second set of digital images (i.e. "first transition controller to retrieve 
a first frame from a memory controller, a second transition controller to retrieve a 
second frame from the memory controller", Column 4, Line 46), making a transition 
effect to compose new frames (i.e. "integrate the first frame, the second frame and the 
alpha frame so as to form a transition frame", Column 4, Line 50), making a special 
effect to compose additional frames (i.e. "Captured clips appear as icons on the GUI 
and consumers may combine captured clips by manipulating their respective icons to 
effect a wide variety of editing functions, such as fades, dissolves, wipes, and animated 
effects.", Column 3, Line 63), merge the new frames with the first and second set of 
digital images (i.e. The alpha playback controller ... provides the retrieved alpha frames 
to a Video Arithmetic Logic Unit (ALU) ... to combine with the first and second frames 
so as to form transition frames.", Column 1 1 , Line 66), display the result to an observer 
(i.e. "display on the output device", Column 6, Line 21 , and repeat the process as a 
user requests (Figure 13).
